London.— (CUP)-Rumors clrcu- 
lallng around ,.Uie,.

Perhaps the fact that the Fresh- 
men can buy their books' in the 
cheaper bound editions, or get 
them from brothers and sisters 
who arc in upper years may 
account for the fact that this 
average is so small. 

"This year sales have gone up 
from those of the corresponding 
date last year. This may be 
accounted for, in part, by the fact 
that the Bookstore had a larger 
supply of books at the opening of 
the school session. However, the 
sales during the past week are 
lower than those of the same time 
last ycar,'< said Ray Verrey, 
Manager of the University • Book- 
store. .

tioned in tbe brief included, too large classes 
which prevent individual supervision, disin- 
terest on the part of some members of I lie 
faculty, and acain. very significantly, the last 
reason given is the one for which leeislntion 
has been passed, i.e., too many outside acli- 
vitics with ton few students taking part in 
these activities. 

Our student government has clearly seen 
the causes for the academic failures of the 
student body as a whole, and although it is' 
able to take action on only one of the minor 
causes; too many extra currirular activities, 
as a legislative and judicial body it is yet. 
unable to cure the inain cause— -immaturity, 
and its effects. The 'situation" wiirneVcr 'bri

A. Bern- 
feld expresses disapproval of the S.E.C. 's de- 
cision to have a Xo Activities Week. The 
• basis of Bcrnfcld's criticism would seem to be 
that by this step, the S.E.C. will save $1,000. 
This, he sarcastically points out, ". ... un- 
doubtedly has nothing to do with the case." 
; He is quite right— for thctruth of the matter 
I fs that non-publication of The Daily for five 
i days will result in a small loss of approxi- 
mately 550. 

(The. McGill Daily actually averages ahopt 
ten dollars profit an issue inasmuch ns its" 
advertizing income exceeds printing and edi- 
torial expenses by that amount.— FA.). 

Bernfeld concludes thnt the S.E.C, action 
Is an "imitation of official thinkinc which 
resulted in virtual elimination or Freshman 
Reception and in the famous Arts Building 
steps issue." What relevance the "Arts Build- 
,'ing steps^ issue" has in this regard escapes us. 
jjWIuj regards' Freshman' Reception, if Bernfeld 
had cared In check the facts, he would have 
realized that most of the events Hint, existed 
; previously continued to <r<ist this year, hut- at 
, a later dale and with no attempts nt compel - 
, ling the Freshmen to attend. The University 
i insisted on some curtailment of Freshman 
^ Reception, because they wished In have the 
Freshmen start "on the right foot," due to the 
- fact that a high percentage of first-year stu- 
dents were failing. 

Because the University authorities take a 
stand on an issue, the S.E.C. does not feci it 
must automatically take an opposite stand, 
as Bernfeld intimates. The S.R.C. agrees that 
the University authorities have just reason for 
concern regarding student failures and con- 
siders that one of the causes, and by no means 
the greatest cause, of failures is* the Inrge 



amount of extra-curricular activities on the 
campus. Thus, the S.R.C. wishing to hclp.in 
some measure and following a practice' in force 
at AlacMaster University; unanimously voted 
in favour of a Xo Activities Week, ' receiv- 
ing the support of the senior executives of the 
McGill Daily. The purpose is not "nn ill- 
considered attempt to save money at the ex- 
pense of tbe students," for by non-pnblicntii. 
as stated above, flic Students' Society stands 
to lose a small amount. 

Bernfeld expresses the belief that during 
this period the Library staff will' become for- 
cibly aware that its present facilities arc in- 
adequate. The Library staff are*nlrrady aware 
of the fact and so too is the University, for an 
annex to the Library is now being built. 
Bernfeld also believes Hint during Ibis period 
many students' will turn to drink! We have 
greater confidence limn he in the strength of 
character of the McGill student.

Finally, bernfeld accuses the S.E.C. nf 
being "dictatorial." The S.E.C. is given a 
mandate to moke general policies concerning 
extra-curricular activities on the cnnipus. Xn 
Activities Week is part of this general policy. 
If a referendum were to he used for every 
mnjnr decision nffecting students, the rensons 
for representative administration would cease 
to exist. Council mcmbcr.vreprcscnting every 
student on the campus, lceislatcd accordingly, 
with the best interests of the students at heart. 

The Council will always welcome criticism, 
if well founded and based on fact. Criticism 
based on blatant inaccuracies and without 
foundation is purposeless and a sad reflection 
on the author.

Recordings of original 
student scripts arc broadcast over 
local radio stations." . . .

It seems to this writer that the 



r irascs "all branches of radio 
broadcasting" and "School of 
Badio" are especially important, 
for In them lies the basic purpos: 
for the organfzatlon called the 
nadlo Workshop. Training in all 
phases of professional radio is the 
keynote . . . or should be the 
keynote of the program of activity 
of the Workshop. 

Last year the Workshop devoted 
lUclf entirely to the production of 



radio-drama, and we feel that this 
Is a great pity, for radio-drama 
plays a relatively small part In the 
dally programming of the average 
radio station. If the Workshop is 
to. fulfill Ita purpose It must widen 
Its sphere of activities. 

The Workshop is quite capable 
of doing other things than drama, 
and should do them. Documentaries 
on Interesting activities around the 
campus, actuality broadcasts, 
broadcasts of opinion forums, mus 
ical programs, there is no end to 
the variety of shows that students 
can produce, and produce well. 

Then loo, some sort of course in 
radio would be Invaluable. Last 
year the Canadian Marconi Com- 
pany provided a course in televi- 
sion techniques, why could not the 
Workshop provide one In radio 
techniques.
